MAINS WERE C O N C EA LED 


F rom the Sa crilegious H a nds of fira ve- 
R ob b e rs—Tho A ttem pt In 18 70 to Stea l 
the B ody a nd Its F rustra tion—W here 
the 
Wa s H idden, a nd W hore I t 
Now I.les—W hitm a n's Lecture. 


S puing Fi eld, 111?., A pril 15.—The rem ains 
of the late President Lincoln and Mrs. Lin­ 
coln woro rem ov ed, exposed und identified 
T hursday and turned ov er to the M onum ent 
association by tho Lincoln guard of honor. 
On tho night of Nov . 7, 18 76, M ullin and 
Hughes, tw o Chicago thiev es, m ade an un­ 
successful attem pt to stoal tho body of the 
late President Lincoln. 
Tho m arble sarco­ 
phagus in which it was enclosed, and w hich 
was exposed to tho v iew of v isitors through 
tho iron grating on tho north side of tho 
m onum ent was forced open and tho coffin 
taken out, but a t this point tho robbers wero 
interfered w ith by certain persons secreted 
in the m onum ent, who had receiv ed inform ­ 
ation th a t tho robbery was to be attem pted. 
Since th a t tim e the public m ind has boen in 
a slate of u ncertainty as to tho real resting 
place of the m a rtyr’s body, a report hav ing 
gone ou t th a t it was not returned to the sar­ 
cophagus after tho attem pted robbery. 
All the m ystery th a t has attached to the 
m atter is now cleared aw ay. It appears th a t 
tho body was replaced in tho sarcophagus 
and rem ained thore for about a week. 
The 
m em bers of the association, howev er, felt 
th at it was insecure, and it was subsequently 
rem ov ed to a place of greater safety. F inally 
tho Lincoln guar« I of honor, w hich is com ­ 
posed of some of th e bast know n and m ost 
highly respected citizens of Springfield, was 
organized, and one of the duties of this asso­ 
ciation has been to sacredly gu ard tho body 
oi tho dea» l president. 
D uring tho m onth of Nov em ber, 18 78 , the 
m em bers of the guard, w ith their own hands, 
prepared a v au lt w ithin the m onum ent for 
the body. 
A n excav ation was m ade in the 
earth about th irty feet south of the sarco­ 
phagus, and the body was safely deposited 
therein and the m outh of tho oxcav ation 
closed. 
The atm osphere a t tho point where 
the excav ation was m ade was almost.-» titling 
and 
the 
w ork 
was 
prosecuted 
at 
different tim es d u ring the stillness of tho 
night, w ith no hum an eye to witness it, sav e 
those who were assisting in tho labor of lov e. 
T w odays after the funeral of Mrs. Lincoln, 
in July, 18 8 2, her body was tak« m by tho 
guard and laid lieside th a t of hor husband. 
Tho m em bers bound them selv es by the sol­ 
em nity of an oath not to rev eal w hat had 
lieendone until the proper time, and th a t 
tim e has now arriv ed. 
Thursday both of the bodies w ere taken 
by the Lincoln guard of honor, in the pres­ 
ence of 
the M onum ent association, and 
placed in a now receptacle prepared for 
them. 
Tnis receptacle is in the earth , near 
where the sarcophagus has long stood. 
It 
has on the bottom tw elv e inches of cem ent, 
and has double walls of brick. 
The entrance 
to it, now th a t tho bodies hav e been placed 
in their final resting place, is cem ented ov er, 
and this Will in tim e become as solid as 
rock. 
A fter this w ork had been com pleted the 
bodies were form ally turned ov er by the 
guard to tho M onum ent association, and ac­ 
cepted by it. 
Before being finally entom bed 
the body of Lincoln was exposed and identi­ 
fied. 
The hair and beard hav o fallen off and 
the face is discolored, but the contour is at^l 
perfect and the face is said to strongly re ­ 
semble th a t of the bronze statue on the 
m onum ent.

Tho Stov e M anufacturers’ N ational Defence 
association, an em ployers’ organization, held 
a m eeting hero W ednesday by its executiv e 
com m ittee. 
The union m olders hav e de­ 
clared they would not anyw hero us3 St. 
Louis patterns. 
This position the dofense 
association decided to antagoniza by req u ir­ 
ing tho men to use them in this city, C hi­ 
cago, and cLewhere. 
N ine hundred K. of 
L. mol» $?rs held a moetinfc W ednesday night 
and resolv ed not to touch one of the tabooed 
molds. 
In all the assem bly there was not a 
dissentient v oice. 
Tho3e who saw it say 
th a t such a unanim ous resolution was nev er 
before m ade in D etroit. 
The stov e bosses 
seem quiet and contented. 
/The patterns 
hav e not yet been ordered into the D etroit 
district. 
A prom inent m em ber of the D etroit Stov e 
com pany said T hursday m orning: 
“ Wo re ­ 
gret extrem ely th a t this trouble has occurred. 
We are on tho m ost harm onious term s w ith 
our men.

A Hot Speech at Ay r, Scotland, tho Cause 
of tho Warnings—His Denunciation of 
Nationalists and Charge Against Red­ 
mond—The Letter's Disclaimer—Ameri­ 
can Protest Against Coercion. 


E d in b urg h , April 15.— Hon J oseph Cham­ 
berlain made a speech to 2,500 persons at 
Ay r Thursday which has inflamed the Irish 
against him, and he has already received nu­ 
merous letters declaring that he shall not 
leave Scotland alive. 
In the course of his 
speech he said: 
“ The opponents of the crimes bill have 
made an outcry against the repression of 
liberty . Liberty to do what? To commit 
theft, to ruin industrious man, to outrage 
women? [Hisses mingled with cheers.] What 
are y ou hissing—the crime or the punish­ 
ment?” 
Here a man, rising and menacing Cham­ 
berlain, said: 
“ it is not characteristic 
e f 
the Irish to outrage women.” 
An attempt was made to turn the man 
out, but Chamberlain cried out: “ Leave him 
alone.” Then he continued: 
“ Do y ou want instances of insults offered 
to women? [Cheers and cries of “ Outrage, 
y ou said.” “ You slander the Irish!” ] I did 
not mean the grossest outrage of all, but per­ 
sonal violence and insults. 
[Hisses and 
cheers.] I referred to cases like that of the 
Curtin family , where the lives of the widow 
and daughters of the murdered man were 
made intolerable; like that of the widow of 
another murdered man, By ers, who, while 
accompany ing the body of her dead hus­

was jeered and hooted along the 
street.”

Abou Riyash; an d it is likewise pn served 
in the great Kitab-al-Aghan i, or “ Book 
of Son gs.” collected an d written d own 
by Alton I Faraj AB Ispn han i, who d e­ 
vo id fifty yearn alon e to the stu d y of the 
poems an d the legen d « of the Desert Arabs 
of old . 
Rabyah, son of Mokad d em, of the Ikn i- 
Firaz, was famed as tin * bravest an d the 
stron gest an d the most gen erou s of his 
trilx* what time he lived , an d he was 
celebrated as an escort. 
For from the 
d ay that la* had , t-in gle han d ed , as 
h very 
you n g man , su ccessfu lly d efen d ed his 
brid e, Raytah, again st the horsemen of 
the 
Ben i-Djou cham on a foray, the 
women d eemed it n o little hon or to have 
Rabyah as their escort. 
An d n o woman 
ever in tru sted herself to the protection of 
Rabyah for the jou rn ey to whom an y 
mishap befell while he remain ed with 
her.

An d all that lan d was yellow an d d ry 
as lon g d ead bon e; an d it was strewn with 
great ston es that seemed to have I ¡ecu 
rain ed d own from heaven with tire,

c art'd an d so blacken ed they were. 
An d 
the pass lead in g to their own cou n try— 
the Pass of Ghazal 
was still far off when 
Rabyah, lookin g back, saw 
a d istan t 
risin g of d u st, like the smoke of a lire 
n ewly kin d led . 
Now Rabyah ru le u pon 
his favorite gray marc. Ghezn la, whom 
n o d esert steed might ever ovcriakt*, I ::! 
he rod e slowly for the* sake of the women , 
who were mou n ted u pon camels. 
Ho he d rew rein an d gazed at the d u st 
clou d an d perceived 
a gleam 
break 
throu gh it, an d an other, an d an oiheran d 
man y glimmerin gs—a lightn in g of lan ces. 
An d lookin g a little while lon ger, he 
cou ld d iscern a compan y of 
dk n in helms 
of iron an d shirts of mail rid in g u pon 
lean , black homes; an d as they sped 
swiftly la* kn ew the* helm of the horse­ 
man 
who 
led 
them —Nu baishah. of 
whom it was said that Death, the mother 
of vu ltu res, ever rod e with him. 
Then Rabyah spu rred in haste after the 
women , an d u rged on faster the* toilin g 
camels, an d said u n to his mother: “ There 
is treachery. <) mother!

An d the son s of » Su laim d rew afar oil, 
an d watched Rabyah—as vu ltu res wait 
an d watch, plu min g themselves, alxju t 
the place where a lion lietli d own to d ie. 
An d liecatise they wou ld n ot again attack 
Rabyah, Nu baishah mocked them with 
rhymi*s piercin g a* the iron of lan ces.
